PAILURES OF NORTH-SOUTH DIALOG IN 1980 REVIEWED 
Caracas EL DIARIO DE CARACAS in Spanish 4 Jan 81 p 10 
{[Ariicle: “The North-South Dialog Has Been Typically Diemal and Stormy") 


[Text] The atmosphere of the relations between ‘he industrialized nations of the 
North and the developing nations of the Southern Hemisphere has been typically 
diemal and stormy throughout 1960. 


For the most part , 1980 witnessed a series of ties and even some setbacks in the 
entire gamut of North-South negotiations for the restructuring of international 
economic relations. 


Some examples are the agreement on the Common Fund, the code of business behavior 
and the convention o.. gultiform transportation of goods. 


However, in a broader context, this progress seems slight and wavering. 


The code of business behavior and the convention on multiform transportation are 
nothing but mere instruments to codify the rules and principles accepted in the 
existing economic order, despite the fact that the negotiations for them took years. 
They are by no means a restructuring of the economic system with a view toward a 
new international order. 


Meanwhile, the efforts aimed in this direction, for example, the talks on a code 
of behavior for the transfer of technology or the revision of the Paris convention 
on trademarks and patents, ended ‘. a deadlock. 


The Common Fund is unquestionably an instrument for the new international economic 
order, and the agreement reached this year is a result of previous agreements. 
Nevertheless, the essential hopes are placed more in its future potential (if it 
is supplemented by other action related to the economy of basic products) than in 
its mere creation. 


A Gloomy Picture 


The worldwide inflation, the recession and increasing unemployment, the perpetual 
crisis in the international financial and monetary systems, the growing protection- 
ism in the industrial North: all these factors conspired to hamper the Third World's 
effort to develop during 1980. 























In view of the policies that are in effect in the Nerth, and che control that the 
latter wields over the leading inacitutions, chere is reason to fear that things 
will become worse before they become better next year. The picture would change 
if the industrialized countries agreed to make a basic reetructuring of their own 
economies, ae well as in international economic relations, and only at that time. 


The Third World countries, for their part, have progressed to some extent this year 
on the path to economic independence, through the cooperation in this area. 


The Commercial Preferences 


Although this progress is far from lmpressive, the developing countries have begun 
thinking about the creation of a generalized system of commercial preferences, in 
order to intensify the mutual exchange. There is also discussion of the way to 
improve the cooperation between the public institutions, the private productive 
entities, the state marketing enterprises and other sectors. 


The war between Iran and Iraq, the failure of the Organization of Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries (OPEC) to devise a long-term strategy and the impossibility of increas- 
ing North-South cooperation have unquestionably been negative factors. In any event, 
the Third World managed to remain united in the international area through the 

Group of 77 (developing countries), alchough the lack of an agglutinating organiza- 
tion was an obstacle to their development. 


There is reason to believe that, despite all the obstacles, the attempts to inten- 
sify the mutual economic cooperation will continue throughout next year. A high- 
level meeting is anticipated among the Third World countries regarding this matter, 
wherein the South will combine together compensatory forces with a view toward 

its dialogs with the North. 


The year began with the efforts to negotiate a restructuring of the worldwide indus- 
trial sector, so that the Third World would account for 25 percent of the produc- 
tion in this sector by the year 2000, this being a goal set in Lima during 1975 

by the United Natione Industrial Development Organization (UNIDO). 





But the third general conference of UNIDO last January in New Delhi failed, ending 
in a blind alley. 


Although some progress was made later ‘n the year, by the ONUDI Board of Directors 
in Vienna, this progress did not «. : the general outlook. 





1980 was also the last year of the second decade of ¢ velopment called for by the 
United Nations. This initiative crashed to the ground shortly after taking off. 
Like the first decade of development, this one was based on a repetition of the 
development patterns of the North, and on the promises of massive flows of assis- 
tance which never materialized. 


The second strategy was abandoned in midstream, in order to adopt that of the new 
international economic order. 











In 1980, there was an aitempt to emerge from the entanglement of international 
negotiations for a new order, forgetting the bad taste that they left, by means 
of a series of world negotiations. 


The Failures 


This effort failed as well. The United Nations General Assembly considered studying 
the strategy for the third decade of development, which begins on 1 January; but 
that strategy is based on the success that might accrue from the world negotiations 
on the agenda and the procedures to follow. 


As a result, the United Nations and ite agencies, as well as the Third World, had 
a development strategy available, but will not have at their disposal any of the 
international policy measures which they need as instruments to attain even the 
most modest goals that have been set as part of the strategy in question. 


Part of the failure in this year's North-South negotiations may be due to the 
increase in political tensions and the paralysis that comes over the United States 
administration every 4 years, during the months prior to and following the presi- 
dential elections. 


This is obvious in the main issues, such as the proposed "global round" of negotia- 
tions in which the United States would wage its final battle to preserve the inter- 
national status quo and its power. 


This also became clear in the lesser areas of negotiations, such as those involving 
basic products considered individually. The U.S. negotiators were incapable of 
making the least final concession, for example in the case of cacao, despite the 
fact that the others were close to the American position. 


Result: The agreement on cacao was concluded without the United States, and nego- 
tiations on tin have been postponed until next month, so as to allow the new 
administration to make decisions regarding the issues being debated. 


A notable feature of 1980 was the considerable increase in the deficits in account 
current among the developing countries that are not oil preducers. It is estimated 
that the present total of that deficit is about $65 billion, and that several 
countries are facing serious crises owing to their debts. 


The Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries and the increased costs of oil 
are usually blamed most for this deficit. Although these factors have unquestion- 
ably had an effect on the problem, what is chiefly to blame are the adverse terms 
of exchange that the Third World suffers from in relation to the industrialized 
countries, especially in the area of manufactures, and the high interest rate 
policies of the Northern countries. 


By high interest rates it is meant that the Third World countries are faced with 
interest rates of nearly 25 percent, if all the hidden costs are taken into con- 
sideration. It has been estimated that these rates will cost the Third World 
$70 billion per year. 





The crisis in the account current of the Third World countries which are not oil 
producers has been aggravated by the reduction in the financial flow cowing from 

















the countries to the North, through channels of assistance that are both bilateral 
and multilateral, and through private inveatment or loans from the multinational 
banka. 


It was mainly the loans from the gultinational banks (made during the 1970's) which 
enabled the Third World to invest in development programs, while at the same time 
it reduced its own consumption and kept the international economy in motion.

U.S. TAX LAW HURTING TOURIST, CONVENTION BUSINESS 
Bermuda Reaction

[Text] A U.S. Senate Committee has refused to lift 
Government tax regulations which have deterred American 
business conventions from coming to Bermuda. The blow 
to the Island's tourist dollars--the loss is estimated 
at $50 million a year--comes despite a confident predic- 
tion in September that the restrictive law would be re- 
versed. And the Hon. C.V. Woolridge, Minister of 
Tourism, who made the prediction, said laet night that 
he was very disappointed by the decision. 


Undeterred, he said a new application would now be made and was confident that 
it would be successful under the Reagan administration. 


Mr Woolridge heard two weeks ago that submissions to a U.S. Senate Committee in 
Washington had failed, but the decision was not revealed until yesterday. 


The only two countries which did succeed this time were Canada and Mexico. 


"We will reapply sometime this month, I hope," said Mr Wooliidge. "I am dis- 
appointed. We felt certain we would be included.”

"Our advisors informed .« it one of the problems we faced about us not being 
included this time was t'. it happened during the lame duck session," continued 
the Minister.

Mr Woolridge said he was looking forward to submitting a new application after 
the inauguration on January 20 of President elect Ronald Reagan.

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Me Reagan's administration will pase this.

HAVANA CLAIMS VENEZUELAN GOVERNMENT REPRESSION

[Text] Another young Venezuelan was killed in Caracas some daye ago when men in 

4 military police patrol car opened fire with automatic rifles on a peaceful demon- 
atration in the 23 De Enero neighborhood. Thie is the third victim of the repres- 
sion which Social Christian President Luise Herrera Campine is useing to meet the 
growing popular discontent over the disastrous results of the social and economic 
policy [passage indistinct). 


The economic situationof the Venezuelan masses, workers, peasants, studente and 
middle clase is truly desperate despite the fact that they live in a country rich 

in natural resources, particularly petroleum. As of December 1980 the government's 
economic policy had caused an almost 20-percent inflation rate at the same time that 
12 percent of the labor force was unemployed and there was 4 23-percent increase 
in the cost of living. 


At the beginning of the year the Venezuelan Government decreed increases in the 
prices of almost 411 staple products and public services in 4 useless attempt to 
overcome the crisis. As 4 result of those increases, Venezuelan families can 
barely survive, burdened by debts. The situation of the unemployed is even more 
dramatic. Conservative official statistics estimate that there are more than 
500,000 unemployed. There are also many underemployed people who work just a few 
hours 4 month for very low wages. Thies huge clase of more than 2 million people 
is forced to live in the shantytowns around Caracas. They live in shacks of wood, 
paper and other materials thrown away by the big factories. Living conditions 

in these places are substandard in view of the lack of basic services such as 
water, electricity and severs. 


As a result of the terrible situation of the country's masses, the Venezuelan 
bishops in their ‘new year's message criticized the government for its indifference 
and disinterest toward the country's socioeconomic problems. The document of the 
Venezuelan Catholics also stated that injustice and theft from the treasury are 
some of the general factors that are destroying the country's moral values. In 
Venezuela, they stressed, justice is exercised according to the influence one has, 
without regard to [words indistinct).

BARBADOS, TRINIDAD, TOBAGO PLAN JOINT CEMENT PLANT 
Port-of-Spain TRINIDAD GUARDIAN in Bnglish 31 Dee 80 p 1 


[Text] Bridgetown, Tues., (CANA): Barbados and Trinidad and Tobago today 
signed an agreement for the construction here starting next year of a US $74.5 
million (TT$178.8m) joint venture cement plant. It will take about three yeare 
to complete. 


Trinidad Minister for Caribbean Affairs, Senator Mervyn De Sousa said at the 
signing ceremony here that the pact represented “yet another milestone” in 
the policy objectives laid down in the historic Memorandum of Understanding 
signed by the Prime Ministers of the two countries in April last year. 


He referred to other initiatives, including the joint Air Cargo Company, Cari- 
cargo, which he said should begin operations early next year. He aleo disclosed 
that from January 1, 1981, insurance companies incorporated in Barbados and hav- 
ing offices in Trinidad, will be the only foreign-owned insurance firms that 
will operate under the same conditions as local companies. 


(Trinidad has asked other foreign-based companies to localise their local serv- 
ices by tomorrow.) 


Adequate Supplies 


Prime Minister Tos Adame, who signed for Barbados, said that the cement plant 
which will have a annual capacity of 315,000 tonnes is expected to meet the 
construction neeus of Barbados, with surplus for export. 


Officials of hie ministry later said that it is estimated that for the first 
eight years of operation, there will be a surpius after the needs of Barbados 
and Trinidad are met. 


Construction is expected to start early in the new year and end in December 
1983. Barbados owns 51 per cent of the shares in the plant and Trinidad the 
other 49 per cent. 


Mr Adams spoke of Barbados’ adequate supplies of raw materials (limestone and 
clay) and said he had been assured that the plant, to be built by an Austrian 
company in the northernmost parish of St Lucy, was unlikely to cause disturbance 
to nearby residents or aid and sea pollution. 








Officials said that the plant's anti-pollution equipment alone will cost in 
excess of $15 million U.§, 


Mr De Sousa said that despite a doubling of cement supplies in Trinidad and 
Tobago over the last five years, shortages were still inhibiting the island's 
development. 


lt was againet thie background, he said, that hie country wae motivated to 
participate in the joint project, despite the fact that the Trinidad plant 
will be doubling ite capacity. 

Demand for cement, he eaidwas likely to continue to accelerate. 

The plant will be budlt by the Auetrian estate firm, Voest Alpine, whose of fi- 
Ciale also epoke at the signing ceremony. Mr De Sousa urged that they make 
their wide experience and expertise available to locale, 


Government officials here said that Barbados imports about 100,000 tonnes of 
cement 4 year at a coset of around $9.2 million (U.5.).

AID TO JAMAICA, DOMINICA--Bridgetown, Barbados (Dec. 20 (CANA)~-The barbados ~ 
based Caribbean Development Bank (CDB) today announced conditional approval 

of a sixemillion dollar (US) aid package to Dominica and Jamaica to repair 
damage caused by hurricane. The bulk of the money--five million dollare (US8)-- 
is going to Jamaica, according to a etatement from the CDB, It will be spent 
on rehabilitating roade, rail and water supply services. Dominica's one mil- 
lion dollar (US) loan is earmarked for improving damaged electricity services, 
housing facilities and the water supply services. Both countries reported ex- 
tensive damage after “Hurricane Allen ewept acrose the Caribbean early August 
thie year. In late August 1979, “Hurricane David” left a trail of destruction 
in Dominica. The loan approvale were announced following a CDB Board of Direc- 
tore meeting (the 62nd) here on Thureday. The meeting, under the chairmanship 
of CDB President William Dems approved loans totalling just over seven million 
doliare (US) to seven Caribbean countries: Dominica, Jamaica, Antigua, Guayana, 
Saint Lucia, the British Virgin Islands, and Grenada. It also authorised the 
signing of an agreement, with the government of Venezuela to replenish that 
country's contribution to the bank's special development fund. [Text] ([King-

TRINIDAD LOAN TO DOMINICA--Trinidad and Tobago Government is to provide a loan 
of TT $12 million to the Government of Dominica on the recommendations of the 
Caribbean Aid Council.

U.S. PERCEIVED IN DANGER OF CENTRAL AMERICAN ‘VIETNAM’

[Excerpts] The most fervent supporter of U.S. military intervention in El Salvador 
ie Fidel Castro--though he never admite it publicly. U.S. intervention would 
alienate everybody in Latin America from Washington, give a tremendous boost to 
revolutionary forces throughout the region, and with luck--create domestic strains 
in the United States equivalent to those caused by the Vietnam war. 


If Castro were writing President Ronald Reagan's speeches, he would have him say: 
"Must we let Nicaragua, Bl Salvador, all become additional ‘Cubas,' new out poste 
for Soviet combat brigades’ Wil) the next push of the Moscow-Havana axis be 
northward to Guatemala and then to Mexico?" 


If Reagan were Castro's tool, he would first define the struggle in El Salvador 
as a Moscow plot in this way, and then order the troops in. Fortunately, that 
order has not yet been given--but Reagan did make exactly that speech before the 
election. 


Reagan's new ambassador to the United Nations, Jeane Kirkpatrick, was only echoing 
his views when she said recently: "lf we are confronted with the choice between 

offering assistance to a moderately repressive autocratic government which is also 
friendly to the United States, and permitting it to be overrun by a Cuban-trained, 
Cuban-armed, Cuban sponsored insurgency, we would assist the moderate autocracy." 


There is nothing moderate about the oppressiveness of the Salvadorean Government, 
nor are the revolutionary forces there trained or sponsored by Cuba (nor were they 
in Nicaragua). Nevertheless, the likelihood of U.S. military intervention in the 
country is growing day by day--and it would have exactly the results predicted 
years ago by Fidel Castro. 


"Little by little,” he wrote, “the United States military ‘advisers’ will be sub- 
stituted by United States soldiers, until at a given moment they will be forced 
to draft increasingly greater numbers of regular troops to ensure the relative 
stability of a government whose national puppet army is disintegrating before the 
attacks of the guerrillas. It is the road of Vietnam; it is the road that will 
be followed in our America.”

Recent U.S. adminietrations have been well aware of thie danger, which ite why the 
longreatablished pattern of U.S. military interventions in the Caribbean region-- 
Guatemala in 1954, Cuba (unsuccessfully) in 1961, Dominican Republic in 1965--has 
been dormant for the past 15 years. It ia also why the U.S. response to the 
Sandinista victory in Nicaragua in July, 1979 was to support a coup againet the 
Salvadorean government 3 monthe later. 


Father Luie de Sebastian, the FDR's [Democratic Revolutionary Front] European 
representative, eaid in London on January 19 that hie organization would guarantee 
its commitment to pluralieam, democracy, non-alignment end a mixed economy in return 
for a U.S. promise not to help the Salvadorean Junta with arms or troops. Perhaps 
one may doubt the ability of the FDR to deliver on all these guarantees--but nothing 
short of a military occupation by Genghis Khan would be worse that the present 
regime in El Salvador. 


All the signe suggest that Reagan's administration is not hearing a word the FDR 
says. The renewed U.S. military aid to the regime will produce a longer, more 
brutal war in El Salvador, and perhaps a bitterly anti-American Government in El 
Salvador if the FDR eventually wine despite U.S. opposition. At woret--if Reagan 
does get sucked into a direct military involvement--Castro will have his Central 
American Vietnam at last.

PAPER DISAPPROVES OF CURRENCY DEVALUATION

(Text) Devaluations generally fall into one of two categories. The effective 
ones, form part of a carefully thought out economic package designed to make a 
permanent change in the economic relationships within an economy and between the 
economy and the rest of the world. They come backed by a battery of special 
measures designed to ensure that the new relationships last for a considerable 
length of time and lead to surge in exports and a reduction in imports. They can, 
in the context in which they are made, be regarded as worthwhile. 


Yesterday's devaluation, however, seems to fall into the second category, of 
devaluations ordered for political rather than economic purposes as a sop to a 
government's critics. The government itself has been warning us for some time 
about the dangers in this, sustaining that a devaluation, wnless backed by a 
battery of controls to make it stick, would merely stimulate a rise in prices 
that would, before too long, leave everything much as it was before. Now, having 
decided to slice ten percent off che value of the peso, it will have a chance to 
see if these gloomy warnings were justified. Unless the government has rather 
more in store for us than was announced last night, the chances are that they 
will. For a short while exporters aay enjoy a welcome boost and tmported goods-- 
which already cost Argentines about two or three times what they cost consumers 
elsewhere--wil) become more expensive. But before too long market forces will 
have their say and the situation will return to what it was before February 2. 
Indeed, the effects of che devaluation may have spent themeelves before General 
Roberto Viola is sworn in as the process's second president after having done 
little more than made certain chat this year's inflation rate wil! be somewhat 
higher that would otherwise have been the case, and given the many businesses 
which have contracted high debts in foreign currencies an extremely unpleasant 
moment. 





It is true, of course, that Argentine prices--including those of imported goods-- 
are preposterously high when compared with those in other parts of the world. 

But they will remain every bit as high, in terms of the working man's purchasing 
power if not in terms of the U.S. dollar, whatever the Central Bank decides. The 
reason for this is the extreme inefficiency of the Argentine economy. Productive 
units are too small. The state's many enterprises and services are woefully 
expensive. There are far too many retail outlets. Middlemen reap enormous profits. 
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The government has burdened the country wits a public works programme it simply 
cannot afford, thereby ensuring that Argentines will continue to pay off the 
foreign debte contracted for the reat of this century and beyond. As long as thie 
unhappy eituation laste consumer goode of a.1 kinds will cost Argentines an exces- 
sive proportion of their tncomes and tinkering with the exchange rate or, indeed, 
any other attempt by the government to impose ite preferences on market forces, 
will prove a futile activity, benefiting some, no doubt, but invariable at the 
expense of others. Instead of devaluing the peso, and thus increasing the uncer- 
tainty about the government's future policies, it would have been wiser for the 
government to get iteelf out of the corner into which it painted itself by hacking 
down its apending. This however, is hard to do, while all a devaluation needs 

ie a few strokes of a pen.

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NEW PARL LAMENT HEARS GOVERNMENT AIMS IN THRONE SPEECH

[Text] Bermuda's new Parliament convened yesterday to hear an almost entirely 
predictable Throne Speech, robbed of surprises by the General Election campaign. 
Much of the speech closely paralleled the United Bermuda Party's election mani- 
festo published early in November. 


And moet of what remained had been revealed at Government press conferences prior 
to election day. 





In the epeech, delivered by the Governor, the Hon. Sir Peter Ramabothan, 
Government emphasised their commitment to: 


--Help for the elderly. “Government will again increase pension Senefite, and 
will provide further relief from land tax to those over 65." Also promised-- 
a 3 bed extension to Lefroy House in the next fiscal year, and an amendment to 
the Motor Car Act, to make it easier for those over 65 to renew their drivers 
licences. 


--Housing. The continuation of the $25 million housing programme, already well 
under way. 


--Traffic Control. The speech expresses concern over the adverse effects of 
increased motor traffic on the quality of life, and promises a Green Paper, based 
on the report, submitted earlier this year, by the Traffic Review Committee. 


--Law and Order. Echoing last year's Throne Speech, in which Government stated 
it was “gravely concerned” about the increase in crime, this year's speech says: 
"Government is pleased to report 4 significant improvement in Police/community 
relations in the past year, and is appreciative of the excellent work of the 
Police Advisory Board...Nevertheless, the rising rate of crime recently empha- 
sised in Police reports is « matter of great anxiety. Government urgently 
reinforces the call by senior Police officers for greater public involvement 

in combating this grave community problea.” 


--Education. In essence, the speech promises more of the same, with the present 
system described as “performing more effectively than at any time in history.” 
Also proposed is a major extension of the Child Development Project, for those 
who require special educational help, anu new legislation to care and protect 
young people “who, for one reason or ancther, have gone astray.” 
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Other policies highlighted in the speech include help for the handicapped, 
with legislation to allow the introduction of battery-powered wheelchairs 
promised to show Government's commitment to the designation of 1981 ae the 
International Year for Disabled persone. 


The next session of Parliament promises to be a busy one for the Community 
Affaire Mintetry. The long-awaited Human Rights Bill wae tabled in the House 
of Assembly yesterday. 


And the Throne Speech aleo promised a White Paper on Sport, and a Green 
Paper on Youth, both to be presented early in the new session. 


These papers, said the speech, reaffirmed Government's commitment to the 
“progressive development of Sport, Recreation and Youth Development." 


Turning to the economy, the epeech wae almost wholly optimistic, pointing to 
the continuing expansion of the touriem industry and international company 
business. 


“Bermuda, in a period of worldwide uncertainty, has maintained a buoyant econ- 
omy and enhanced ite reputation as an orderly, well-run, stable society. One 
important indicator of economic and social stability is the international com- 
pany business. It continues to grow and prosper, and accounts for a substantial 
portion of Bermuda's Gross Domestic Product.” 


In order to cope with the increasing sophistication of business activities, the 
speech promised a comprehensive bill dealing with all aspects of company law. 
Legislation is also planned to ensure that businesses make certain that their 
customers fully understand credit facilities offered to them, before such 
facilities are extended. 


On Independence, the speech said only that it is a goal to be worked towards, 
and a step to be taken only when a clear majority of Bermudians support it. It 
promised that Government would continue to gonitor Bermudian sentiment on the 


subject.

BARZUNA DISCUSSES BANKING SYSTEM, OTHER ECONOMIC ISSUES 
San Jose LA REPUBLICA in Spanieah 31 Dec 80 p 9 


[Interview with National Progress Party candidate Miguel Barzuna Sauma, by Wilmer 
Murillo, in the column "Political Wednesdays in the Republic"; date and place not 


[Text] In recent days the presidential candidate of the National Progress Party, 
announced, with his characteristic political aggressiveness, a plan of attack 
designed to achieve the recovery of banking autonomy. 


Barzuna, from what he said, will devote a part of his political effort in 1981 
to developing a strategy encouraging a plan to replace the influence of the 
government on the banks with a real program of aid to the national productive 
sector. 


But how does he plan to formalize this plan of attack, and how does he hope to 
make this proposal concrete in practical terms? To whom will he propose it, and 
with whose support doe« he hope to put it in practice? 


With a view to finding out what Barzuna thinks on this and other current themes, 
LA REPUBLICA engaged in the following dialogue with the National Progress candi- 
date. 


[Question] Your party has announced a plan of attack to reestablish banking 
autonomy. How will it formulate its strategy’ 





Answer), We believe that the straw which broke the camel's back was the govern- 
ment effort to force the national banking system to buy bonds worth 1.3 billion 
colones. And 1 believe that as of this time it is the obligation of all Costa 
Ricans to do everything possible to return its autonomy to the national banking 
system. Recently it has come to be a state banking system, which does not serve 
the best interests of the country, does not provide calm in the economic sector, 
and creates a privileged caste in the government. Our party has a draft law 
which is almost ready designed to achieve this objective. We will seek the 
needed support to get it approved by the legislative assembly. 


[Question] Do you believe that our national banking is in danger? 
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[Anawer} I believe chat insofar as banking is maintained as a governmental 
system it will be in danger. Reforma could come about which the people do not 
want. What the people want is a banking system for all and not for the govern- 


ing group. 


(Question) Is there a possibility chat this continued policy of using bank 
credit for fiscal purposes will lead to a mixed or private banking proposal’? Do 
you favor this attitude or plans to this end? 


[Anawer] I believe that what this type of attitude tends to do is to destabilize 
the country economically. That these attitudes lead to mixed banking is not 
lacking in importance. The important thing is the even further destabilization 
of the economy, internally and externally. This creates less confidence in our 
monetary and economic systems. 


[Question] Could you tell me about the concrete plans of your party to re- 
establish banking autonomy? 


[Answer] We have established a study group to see how the autonomy of the banks 
is in fact developing. I believe that we can announce the specific measures in 
the early days of January. 


[Question] Do you agree with the reforms proposed by the Calderon faction call- 
ing for making the Central Bank independent of the executive branch? 


(Answer) The deputies will be embarking on the last year of their term in 1981. 
It is doubtful that they will do anything, if they did not during the last 3 
years. It is necessary to take into account that they have set forth a simple 
idea, nothing more. 


[Question] LA REPUBLICA has learned that a meeting of political leaders was 
scheduled for 7 January at the home of Oscar Barahona. Do you believe in the 
respectability of this type of meeting, where concrete achievements fcr the 
country are concerned? 


[Answer] In view of the seriousness of the events which have been occurring, 
there is much general concern in the country, and this concern will lead to the 
holding of many meetings to establish agreement among the leaders and avoid a 
crisis as great as that predicted. I believe that it is really desirable to have 
dialogue among the leaders of all the parties, so that solutions can be produced 
which will benefit the country and not just a single political group. If such a 
meecing is held we will attend with great pleasure. 


[Question] Do you believe that there is in these meetings a genuine interest in 
resolving national problems, or would you say that they are motivated by political 
interests? 


‘Answer| I believe that there is indeed genuine concern about resolving the pro- 
blems affecting the country. In a social gathering with an exchange of impres- 
sions among leaders, there will always be a little electoral politicking, but in 
the end | hope that the national interests will prevail. 
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[Question] Speaking of the economic crisis, how will ic alcer the rise in fuel 
prices? 


[Anawer| While the country is beginning to be aware that it must produce more 
and work more in order to cope with the crisis, what the government is doing is 
to increase fuel costs. This is really robbery. Why? A barrel of of] contains 
55 gallons. Of this, some 4O percent is exclusively destined for gasoline pro- 
duction, i.@., 22 gallons. If each gallon is sold at 28.5 colones, we are speak- 
ing of a little over 600 colones, The other 60 percent goes to produce diesel 
fuel, fuel oil and other products, and includes a waste allowance of 3 percent. 
This shows chat from the gasoline, che RECOPE [Costa Rican Oil Refinery] fully 
covers its costs, and the rest is surplus. The country cannot allow the RECOPE 
to become, like the national banking system, another private fund of the govern- 
ment. What is at stake is fuels, which are an essential factor in the process 
of developing the country, for bringing in taxes. 


[Question] The government has threatened to reduce the entry for the payment of 
the public debt. Do you believe chis is a logical measure, or does it represent 
a hostile attitude on the part of the government toward the political parties? 





[Anawer] As the people say, this is using one excess to correct another. At 
the time the government announced it, it could be viewed as a reprisal for the 
failure to extract 1.3 billion from the banks. But it is indeed a reality 

that the country cannot afford the luxury of having the parties wallow in money. 
it would be unjust, while the country is facing a crisis, and the farmers and 
production are burdened by rising fuel costs, to be spending at the same time 
100 million colones on an electoral campaign. 


[Question] Do you believe that the series of economic measures the government 
has announced represent a good point of departure for achieving a social pact in 
1981 and providing the solution to the economic and social crisis? 


[Answer| 1 believe chat chis is the first time the government has presented any 
plan which might make sense. To date it has lived from moment to moment. Now | 
believe that a tremendous struggle will develop in the sector which could resolve 
the foreign exchange problem. But I do not believe that it will be a solution to 
the problem of production. This is the basic problem in the Costa Rican economy. 
Austerity in expenditure and reduction in imports is only half the problem. 
Basically, it is necessary to bring about an increase in production. 


[Question] What do you think of Minister Hernan Saenz? Is he solely responsible 
for the economic errors of the government’? 


(Answer) Don Hernan worked during the struggle of the factions in the planning 
and programming commission for the 1978 campaign]. He is a man of great capa- 
bility, but he has had to work with a government which does not work as a team. 
I do not believe that anything has been done without the approval of the presi- 
dent. One would have to ask if the president was not the best adviser, or did 
not seek out one, whether the blame falls solely to the president or to Minister 
Saenz. Certainly there is not harmonious planning for the development of the

is right is to attribute to the minister of finance all the economic errors of 
the government, 


[Question] Do you believe that che crisis in the Unity Coalition is on the 
surface of the movement or does it mean real chaos’? Do you believe that it 
suggests an early electoral failure for the coalition? How would you deacribe 
the situation? 


[Anawer| A year ago I said on a television program that the coalition had 
achieved its goals once as a political party. The factional struggle occurring 
now is very lLimiced, involving some leaders who want to continue to be politicaily 
influential, But it is not a struggle of the people and this will be seen at 

the convention. With che last ones remaining there can be no mystique or massive 
support of the government movement. No one can want this government to continue. 
| believe chat if it were not for the political debt, nothing would remain of 
Unity. 1 would venture to predict that Unity will follow the same path as the 
National Unification Party in the coming elections. 


[Question] Do you believe it possible that the recent agreements between 
Democratic Renewal and the PUP, guaranteeing simultaneous assemblies on 

1! January, are factors which will contribute to hindering the process of agree- 
ment within Unity? 


[Anawer}] To hinder it would be difficult. What is being discussed at this time 
are shares of power. The struggle is how to cut the pie, for a fourth of the 
debt and the popular election posts. The only thing being discussed is the price 
for having a certain influence. What seems certain is that there will be two 
groups in the electoral political field instead of one in the famous and dying 
coalition. There will be the Democratic Renewal and the Popular Union on one 
side, and the Calderon Republicans and the DC [Christian Democrats] on the other. 


[Question] Does the crisis in the Unity represent an advantage or a disadvantage 
to you? 


[Answer] It does not matter. 1 have said that the pact does not matter to any- 
one in the country. It is a force which will suffer the same fate as Unification. 


[Question] And has the budget really run out? And is the popularity of former 
President Mario Echandi also finished’ 


Answer) The only thing there was in the country wes myopia with regard to one 
of its greatest leaders. Echandi, whom some believed to be a person who would 
never again have importance in the political life of the country, showed that 
they were wrong. He is a political figure of yesterday, today and tomorrow. I 
have seen that the country has again confirmed the importance and the respect 
felt for one who was an honest president and a capable leader. It was healthy 
for the country that Don Mario played a preponderant role again in the domestic 
political arena. 
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|Queation| Was Don Mario warned that he cannot be a candidate for National 
Progress’ 


[Anawer] National Progress is a new national alternative based on ideological 

formulations which Don Mario certainly shares. But it i8 not a party based on 

personal commitments to anyone. All Costa Ricans who want Co come and wage the 
atruggle in it for ideals are welcome, and | have no doubt that Don Mario would 
do this.

GLA VOWS TO STEP UP TERRORIST ACTIVITIES 
Paria LE MONDE in French 10 Jan 81 p Ll 
[Article by Philippe Boggio) 


[Text] In a communique sent to Radio-Antilles in Pointe-a-Pitre on 8 January and 
authenticated by police agents in charge of the investigation, the Guadeloupe Armed 
Liberation Group (GLA) claimed responsibility for all of the acts of violence 
committed in Guadeloupe in 1980 with firearms or explosives. This clandestine move- 
ment said, however, that it was not responsible for the attack against the Maison 
Chanel main office in Paris on 4 January. Nonetheless, the group “hailed this rev- 
olutionary action which sowed panic in colonialist ranks." 





In its communique, the GLA said that it will circulate its manifesto this year. 
"We are in a position to survive," the communique states, “and to strike with re- 
doubled effort both here on national soil and on French soil." The GLA says that 
it is simultaneously fighting “capitalism and French colonialism" and the official 
independentist organizations which it labels "valid representatives" of the govern- 
ment. This movement is referring to the Popular Union for the Liberation of Guade- 
loupe (UPLG) which denounces the use of violence. 


Pointe-a-Pitre--Guadeloupe? Why it is Corsica! The two islands, 7,000 kilometers 
apart, are joined by their extremisms. If we are to believe the local authorities, 
the Guadeloupe Armed Liberation Group has taken its inspiration from the FLNC 
[National Liberation Front of Corsica], Basse-Terre just like Bastia against "French 
imperialism.” La Fronde [civil war], here against Metropolitan France, there against 
the continent. Two terms to describe a single adversary. 


"Emulation is evident," according to Guy Maillard, prefect of Guadeloupe. For him, 
as for many others, the GLA is comprised of a small number of militants, who doubt- 
less learned the methods of the "Corsican dynamiters" in Metropolitan France. 


Remember the origin of this clandestine movement, we are told: graffitti on the 

walls of Pointe-a-Pitre, the acronym GLA, then, very quickly, the first act of vio- 
lence in March. Targets which bring to mind "the Corsican modus operandi." At first, 
symbols of French sovereignty, here as there, the prefecture, the palace of justice, 
the office of the council general, the airport... The settling of private scores, 
then, several "beke" (descendants of white colonists) supporters of the government, 
over there, "import" proprietors of large wine-producing lands. 
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In 1980, Guadeloupe encountered its Corsican problem, A known and explosive pro- 
cease the stages of which the departmental! authorities are following without sur- 
prise. "What ie involved," the prefect went on to say, “is a traditiona, demonstra- 
tion of radicalized independentiam." Forgotten are the wild hypotheses according 
to which the GLA is the product of the foggy and provocative minds of a few whites 
eager to put an end to secesssionist dreams. The Cuban suspicion laid aside. 

The clandestine adversary is clearly designated. The Corsican example, again, sup- 
plies the anawer by deduction: the independentist sectors. More precisely the 
UPLG (Popular Union for the Liberation of Guadeloupe) which appeared on the local 
scene, with influence in the school and agricultural sectors and which, according 
to certain sources, could comprise about 1,000 members. 


After the first acts of violence, the known militants of this party with prosperous 
businesses had been immediately suspected. Was that not a bit too transparent? 
Eight months afterward, official quarters are obstinately persistent, with fewer 
and fewer carefully worded statements. "We still do not have the means of bringing 
certain persons into court; however, our suspicions are taking shape," Guy Maillard 
said. According to the investigators, members of the GLA "are not the first-line 
responsible parties" but are sympathizers or discreet activists who are said to be 
navigating in the independentist fringes between the UPLG and its trade union 
branches, the Union of Poor Peasants of Guadeloupe (UPG), General Education Trade 
Union (SGEG) and General Union of Workers (UGT). 


A limited group, tired of legal ways which either may have broken with the indepen- 
dentist sectors or may have acted on orders. The prefect finds the hypothesis 

of remote-controlled violent action attractive, which would make the UPLG appear to 
be "a calm and responsible political force." 


However, the adversary, even though officially banned, continues to be undiscovered. 
"It will take time to uncover and punish the guilty parties." Paul Dijoud, secretary 
of state for overseas departments and territories, had predicted on 6 December. 

He, too, keeping the Corsican precedent in mind, had added: “Long months, even 
years..." Ten months after the first act of violence for which responsibility was 
claimed by the GLA, the investigation is progressing slowly at the pace of the 
tropics. If we can believe the investigators, certainties continue to be rare. 
Thirteen of the 14 acts of violence were committed with a stock of 26 kilos of 
explosives stolen in Jarry (Basse-Terre) on the night of 16-17 August from a work- 
site of the Colas enterprise. "If we figure an average of 1.5 kilos per explosion,” 
Maillard estimates, “they will soon exhaust their reserves." With the explosives 
company on the island and the military arsenals closely guarded, the GLA will be 
forced to get its supplies outside Guadeloupe. 








The investigators ha nmviction that members of the clandestine group are not 
trying to kill when they re .22 caliber long-rifle carbines at one or another 
Pointe-a-Pitre dignitary. it was only by chance that on 6 March the head of Raymond 
Vivies (mod. maj.), counselor general, came in line with the trajectory of a 5.5 
caliber bullet. 





The victim, against whose legs aim had been taken near his automobile, is said to 
have stooped down at the moment the shot was fired. Chance alone probably was re- 
sponsible on 10 July for the wound in the jaw--from a 5.5 caliber magnum bullet-- 
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sustained by Yves Jouhandeau, director of the Nouvelles Galeries. "If there had 
been an intent to kill them, it would have been done in another manner," a bal lia- 
tice specialist inapector notes. "They" would have selected a more effective 
weapon which "they" could have purchased on the island of Saint-Barthelemy, the 

new "Saint-Tropez of the Caribbean" where trafficking of all kinds flourished, A 
reserve officer and himself the owner of firearma,Alain Guggenheim, delegate general 
of the Guadeloupe owners’ union, the latest victim to date of GLA fire ia said to 
be convinced that "the terrorists do not want to allow themselves to engage in 

a murderous escalation but rather to increase tension." 


The latest known bit of information: the GLA seems to be well informed about the 
business sectors of Pointe-a-Pitre, Certain threatening letters addressed to mem- 
bers of the Guadeloupe owners' union contained mention of recent duties of titles 
unknown to the public and presse. 


"What we know stops there," a police officer confides. This officer, who arrived 
in Pointe-a-Pitre in December, also confirma what Guadeloupians and Frenchmen were 
saying to one another during "cocktail" hour: the investigation, which got off to 
a bad start, is beginning again from point zero. Surprised by the slowness of 

the GLA pursuit, Paris sent a division commissioner to the scene at the end of 
November. His report is said to describe an unorganized and indolent local police 
force. Just before the arrival in Guadeloupe of Valery Giscard d'Estaing at the 
end of December, the police force was reinforced with a team of 10 police officers 
from the Regional Services of the Judicial Police (SRPJ) and by two squads of gen- 
darmes. In 1981, the GLA had better behave itself.

[Teyt] Up to now all the attacke--totaling l5--for which the GLA [Guadelope Armed 
Liberation Group] claimed responsibility or which were attributed to, have been 
committed in Guadeloupe. This clandestine organization made ite firet appearance 
on 6 March 1980 when it «laimed responsibility for the attack perpetrated in Pointe- 
a-Pitre, on the general counselor of the first district of that city, Raymond Vivies 
(Moderate Majority), who was wounded by o bullet from a .22-caliber long rifle. The 
Armed Liberation Group had then sent to several organs of the press a letter 
expressing its intention of starting “a campaign of harasement" against “French 
colonialiem" and giving formal notice to the "French residing in Guadeloupe" to “pack 
up and leave before 31 December 1980." 


Two other attacks of the same sort--using a .22<caliber long rifle--were made on the 
manager of a large store on 10 July and then, on 30 December, on the secretary 
general of the Guadeloupe businessmen's regional council (LE MONDE of 1 January). 


The other 12 attacks perpetrated on the island have been carried out with charges of 
plastic explosives or with parcels booby-trapped with sticks of dynamite. It was 

in trying to defuse one of these bombs, which had been placed on the wing of an 
Air-France Boeing-727 at the Raizet Airport, that 4 noncommissioned officer on the 
bomb disposal squad who was originally from the mainland, Staff Sergeant Bruno 
Soisse, was killed on the morning of 17 September. If the explosion which damayed 
the Chanel building was really instigated by the GLA, it is the first time that this 
group has struck on the mainland, 


On 10 December an anonymous correspondent, maintaining **at he was speaking on behalf 
of a “Paris branch of the GLA," transmitted to LE MONE a communique entreating the 
Chief of State not to go to the Antilles for the New Year holiday. "We call upon 
Giscard to renounce what we regard as a provocation and an act of bravado," this 

text stated. “Otherwise he will aseume the single and full responsibility for the 
serious and harmful consequences which might ensue. The Vietnamese killed French 
colonialism; the Algerians dug ite grave; the Guadeloupians are going to bury it.” 


Is there a connection between this so-called “Paris branch" of the GLA and the Sunday 
morning explosion on Rue Cambon’? For the moment there is nothing either to confirm 


or to deny it.

INVESTMENT ACTIVITIES TO BE CENTRALIZED IN JNIC 
Kingston THE DAILY GLEANER in English 27 Dee 80 p 1 


[Text] A single channel for the promotion of investment is to be established 
at the Jamaica National Investment Company Ltd., to handle investment inquiries 
and proposals, the Prime Minister, the Hon. Edward Seaga, has announced. 


A Jamaica House statement said that J.N.1.C. will chair a committee composed 
of members from all organizations involved in investments promotional activ- 
ities. This committee will direct proposals and inquiries to the relevant 
particular organizations, for follow-up work. 


The committee will be comprised of representatives from the Jamaica Industrial 
Development Corporation (JIDC), the Jamaica National Export Corporation (JNEC), 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce, the Kingston Free Zone (KFZ), National 
Hotels and Properties Ltd. (NHP), the Agricultural Development Corporation 
(ADC), the Ministry of Agriculture, and the Urban Development Corporation (UDC). 


The committee will assign follow-up work in promoting specific projects to the 
relevant agency--for example, agricultural projects to the ADC or the Ministry 
of Agriculture; and industrial programmes to the JIDC or the Ministry of Indus- 
try and Commerce, and so on--where such assignments are within the capability 
of the organization, Mr Seaga said. 


Decision to establish a single investment channel at JNIC was taken because of 
“considerable overlapping and duplication" being experienced as a number of 
agencies are presently involved in investment promotion, Prime Minister Seaga 
explained. 


"For the potential investor there is no single point of reference for informa- 
tion and assistance, with the result that he is lil.ely to be shunted from agency 
to agency,” he said. 


"As for the Government, the existing structure does not allow it to easily 

obtain at any time a complete picture of inquiries and proposals. This is 

bound to inhibit the development of adequate follow-up mechanisms to ensure 
that genuine investment inquiries and proposals are translated into invest- 
ment decisions.” 
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The single investment channel will ensure the compilation of important infor- 
mation relating to such things as the number of proposals and inquiries, labor 
content of each proposal, and capital, and working capital needs of each inves~ 
tor, The arrangements will also allow for the monitoring progress being made 
by each investment proposal, to enaure that investment proposals are not tied 
up by bureaucracy, the Prime Minister explained. 


"With this new system, the investor will be able to get the up-to-date picture, 
by dealing with a single agency," the Prime Minister said, 


The problems of investment inquiries and proposals were recognised in the Jamaica 
Labour Party Manifesto published shortly before the October 30, 1980 General 
Elections. It was proposed then by the J.L.P. In Parliamentary opposition that 
the new agency would be established to handle investment promotion so as to 
provide a clear channel of information and assets to the potential investor and 
® undertake adequate promotional activities, among other thinga. 


With regards to exports, the Jamaica National Export Corporation will continue 

to be the single channel for export marketing, and will work with the relevant 
organisations involved in investment promotion, as above, to assist in the 

search for markets abroad and promoting Jamaican exports,the Jamaica House state~ 
ment said.

SUGAR CROP CALLED 'ONE OF THE WORST' EVER IN NATION 
Kingston THE DAILY GLEANER in English 27 Dec 80 p 7 


[Text] The chairman of the All-Island Jamaica Cane Farmers Association, Mr 

T. G. Mignott, has described the last sugar crop ae one of the worst the coun- 
try has seen, and has called on all the sectors of the industry to work towards 
improvements in performance. 


Addressing the 39th annual general meeting of the Association at the Coke 
Methodist Church Hall, in Kingston, on Monday, Mr Mignott said the 241,000 
tons of sugar produced in the 1979-80 crop was a “highly unsatisfactory" per- 
formance, taking into consideration "the millions of dollars that had been 
pumped into the industry in order to improve production." 


Reviewing some of the factors responsible, Mr Mignott said the average downtime 
of the factories during the crop was 51 percent of available grinding time. 
“How can a factory operate at less than one-half of the available grinding time 
and be efficient?” he asked. 


He declared that in other sugar-producing countries of the world, "it is a 
crime for a factory to have a two percent down time." 


Mr Mignott blamed “rundown mills, strikes, and poor raw materials," for many of 
the woes of the industry, and said while the factories must be assisted to 
reach a high standard of efficiency, the farmers must look at the raw material 
to eee to what extent they had contributed “to this miserable performance." 


He said it was the duty of the farmers to see that clean, fresh, mature canes 
reached the factories in a steady flow. This could only be achieved with ade- 
quate transportation, proper organisation, and a cooperative labour force. 


He called on farmers to give more supervision and attention to their reaping 
operations, especially in eliminating overburning of canes for harvesting, as 
this was a major contributory factor to the amount of stale canes reaching the 
factories. 


Mr Mignott said, on the other hand, factories were expected to provide better 
relationship with the workforce, improve and up-date their milling capacity, 
establish better communication, and improve security in the cane yards. 
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The Cane Farmers Association Chairman said that if production on the approxi- 
mately 123,000 acres under cane cultivation could be increased from an average 
24 tons per acre to 29 tons per acre, sugar production would go up by about 
51,000 tons, even if it required 11 tons of cane to make a ton of sugar. 


Mr Mignott said the industry had also been hampered by shortages of fertilizer, 
adverse weather comlitionsa and diseases.

CANE “ERS TO GET 38 PERCENT PRICE INCREASE 
Kingston THE DAILY GLEANER in English 23 Dec 80 p 1 


[Text] Cane farmere are to receive a total of $5.40 per ton for their canes 
during the coming sugar crop, an increase of approximately 38 per cent on the 
current price of $32 per ton. 


This was announced by the Minister of Agriculture, Dr Percy Broderick, when he 
addressed the 39th annual general meeting of the All Island Jamaica Cane Farmers’ 
Association at Coke Methodist Church hall, East Parade, Kingston yesterday. 


Dr Broderick said that under the new pricing package, the price for sugar (two- 
thirds of which go to the farmers) would go from $390 per ton to $504 per ton; 
cultivation grant would remain at $20 per ton; fertilizer grant would move from 
$2 per ton to $3 per ton; replanting grant would move up from $2 per ton, to 
$3 per ton; and there would be a molasses revenue of $38 per ton sugar. 


He said that of the basic guaranteed price of $504 per ton for sugar, the 
farmers would receive $336, based on an average conversion rate of 10.5 tons of 
cane to a ton of sugar. The previous formula, which applied up to the last 
crop, was based on a 10 tons cane to a ton sugar conversion rate. 


The new price Dr Broderick said, was arrived at on the basis of: cost of pro- 
duction to farmers; an attempt to create a reasonable profit margin; factory 
cost; estimated net receipts for sugar sales; and estimated level of production. 


Outlining the present state of the sugar industry, he said the Sugar Workers’ 
Cooperatives now had total debts of $39.1 million, and while the present Govern- 
ment could not be blamed for the situation, it was prepared to work with the 
cooperatives to improve their situation. 


He said the National Sugar Company had accumulated loss of $70 million, and 
was looking towards another deficit of $19 million on the coming crop. 


Meanwhile, he said, the factories were operating at way below capacity, as with 
a total grinding capacity of 310,000 tons of sugar, they only did 184,538 tons 
last season, and were expected to produce 198,000 tons for the coming season. 
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Thus, they need to improve their production considerably to achieve a reduction 
in per unit production cost, 


Regarding the Sugar Induatry Authority, Dr Broderick said that several of ite 
activities would have to be undertaken by the commercial banking system. One of 
the firet of these transfers would be the National Sugar Company's truck loan 
programe, and others will be announced in due course. 


Turning to the sugar supply situation, he said, that so far the new crop had 
produced 3,059 tons of brown sugar, of which 645 tons could be made available to 
the local market, and as from yesterday adequate supplies should be available. 


He said the main problema facing the sugar induatry, and for which his adminis- 
tration could not be held accountable, were: inadequate prices; low cane produc- 
tion; low factory intake; inaufficient and unreliable cultivation, harvesting, 
and haulage equipment; lack of spares and supplies for factory and fieid; 
shortage of personnel with managerial and technical expertise; and the effect 

of emut and rust diseases. 


Also addressing the meeting was the Parliamentary Secretary with responsibility 
for sugar, Mr Astil Sangster, who gave the farmers the assurance that the Govern- 
ment was moving to secure an adequate supply of tools and equipment; to reduce 
praedial larceny, and to upgrade road conditions. 


Mr Sangster invited the farmers to regard the coming year as "Sugar Production 
Year," and to work with the other sectors of the industry to achieve the much 
needed improvements.

REYNOLDS BAUXITE PLANT REOPENS, EQUIPMENT SABOTAGE NOTED 
Kingeton THE DAILY GLEANER in English 24 Dec 80 p 21 


[Text] The Reynolds bauxite plant in Lydford, St Ann resumes operation today 
in line with an order from the Industrial Disputes Tribunal yesterday. 


The plant has been closed since Friday by the management, who claimed that the 
numbers of workers trickling to work through the picket lines established by the 
salaried staff since Friday morning, were insufficient to continue production. 


The parties had reached mutual understanding on a resumption prior to the issu- 
ing of the order, but both the company and the BITU, which represents the 
salaried workers, agreed to the issuing of the order. 


They also agreed that those workers among the 49 originally suspended would 
resume whenever their period of suspension expired. There are three outstand- 
ing cases which expire on January 3. The 21 dismissed workers will remain off 
the job pending the tribunal's findings. 


The order is for a resumption of work starting with the 7 o'clock shift this 
morning. BITU attorney, Mr Robert Baugh, said the workers were prepared to 
resume as early as yesterday afternoon. The company's attorney Mr Peter Mais 
at first suggested Monday as a suitable date to restart in view of certain 
“cases of sabotage" of company equipment but subsequently agreed to a resump- 
tion this morning. 


Mr Mais told the tribunal that discharge valves from four of the fuel storage 
tanks to the powerhouse at the plant had been tampered with and rocks were 
wedged into the crevices of a six-mile-long conveyor belt. 


He said the company's senior personnel would have .o inspect the equipment be- 
fore normal work could resume. He requested that the tribunal order a resumption 
on Monday to give the company enough time to deal with the damage, but said that 
the workers would not be paid for the period. 


The tribunal said it was concerned about the matter because there would be five 
days delay before a re-opening and sought a compromise between the parties. 


The tribunal adjourned for a short time and on the resumption Mr Mais said that 
in the national interest and having taken "judicial notice" of the current 
festive season, despite the likely inactivity for some days, the company would 
agree to a resumption this morning at 7 o'clock. 
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Mr Baugh said the union was happy that the company had reacted in the atmosphere 
of “goodwill which is normally expected at this time of the year." 


"IT am very happy that we were not forced to make an Order which would not please 
everybody or either of the parties," tribunal chairman, Mr Len Tomlinson 
commenced, 


The closure of che plant was triggered by the atrike of salaried workers who are 
protesting the dismissal of 21 of their colleagues. The tribunal will resume 
hearings in January. The other members of the tribunal were, Mr Thossay Kelly, 
workers’ representative and Mr Mike Scott, employers' representative. 


Also attending the sitting were Mr Lascelles Bedkford, Vice President of the BITU 
and Mr C. A. Nelson, Regional Industrial Relations Manager for Reynolds.

NEW TERRORIST GROUP~-A violent fire ravaged the first floor of the palace of 
justice in Fort-de-France, Martinique, during the night of Thuraday-Friday. The 
police quickly determined that it was of criminal origin. Responsibility for the 
fire was claimed by the Martinique Armed Liberation Group (GLAM), which, up to 

now, was unknown in Martinique, by means of a phone call to the Caribbean Radio 
Station. According to this correspondent, the GLAM is demanding: "Withdrawal of 
the forces of oppression (gendarmes, military personnel) from Martinique and the 
immediate departure of Mr Stenger, deputy attorney general of the republic." 

Eleven persons belonging to sectors of the extreme left on the island were arrested. 
Two of them had already had dealings with the court. They are Gilbert Pago, leader 
of the Socialist Revolution Group (GRS), who had participated in the l-hour occu- 
pation of a Radio France studio, Region 3 (Fr 3) in 1979 and Louis Pulvar, of the 
Martinique Independentist Movement (MIM), who was sentenced to 2 months in prison 
for having struck a merchant who did not want to close his store during the 22 May 
1980 demonstration. For his part Marcel Julia, prefect of the region, said that 
those who attempted to impose their ideas by violence will be pursued by the police. 
Camille Darsiere, secretary general of the Progressive Party, who headed a delega- 
tion of leftist dignitaries and trade unionists, on Friday asked for a meeting with 
the president of the council general, to protest what he described as “arbitrary 
arrests" by the police and to demand respect for democratic freedoms. Finally, a 
demonstration is scheduled for Saturday at the end of the morning in Fort-de-France 
at the call of different political and trade union organizations.

The goal here in Sinaloa is a half million pesos, 50 percent of which will be 
administered by the Managing Committee of the Mexican Communist Party in the 
atate.

Party in Sinaloa, gave further explanations in thie regard. 


"Our budget calls for outlays of around 600,000 pesos next year. With our fund 
raising drive in the state we plan to reach a half million pesos, 250,000 of 

which will be at our disposal. Ve will cover the remaining 250,000 with prescribed 
membership dues and the contribution of a day's wages from each and every one of 
our members.” 


He went on to say: “Now that the Communist Party is represented in the Federal 
and local chambers, people get the idea that it no longer has economic problems. 
But just the opposite is the case. We have greater needs to meet in our current 
situation and therefore we will require the support of both our affiliates, our 
members and the people in general.” 


The controversial Communist member of the state congress clearly set forth the 
following distinction at this point.

MINERAL RESOURCES FOUND IN THREE STATES 
Mexico City EL SOL DE MEXICO in Spanish 19 Dec 80 pp 1-B, 4-B 
[Article by Miguel Anguiano] 


[Text] Major mineral deposits have been discovered in three states of the 
republic. They are regarded as “very extensive" and have been termed "of great 
economic interest” because of the benefits that will accrue to the country when 
they are in @ position to be developed. 


These exceptional discoveries were made known yesterday during the eighth internal 
seminar on geclogical and mining exploration, which is being organized by the 
Council of Mineral Resources of the Secretariat of Patrimony and Industrial 
Development. The three engineers presenting reports agreed that the studies and 
tests conducted in Coahuila, Nayarit and the state of Mexico open up new 
possibilities for the country to become a world power. 


Fernando Bernal Hernandez, from the council's geological exploration department, 
reported that sizable mineral deposits have been located in Temascaltepec, Mexico 
State in the |7 mining projects that are currently under way there, the most 
important of which are the Veta Rica-El Perdon Mine, the San Antonio Shaft and 


the Las Animas Mine. 


He mentioned that major deposits of lead ore, zinc and pyrite and traces of 
chalcopyrite have been surveyed and that silver ore has been located inside the 
pyrite matrix and in the lead ores. 


Based on samples and geological and topographical research, estimates are that 
the mine could contain reserves of 10,000 tons of minerals, the engineer said. 


For his part, Onesimo Motolinia Garcia pointed ovt that the Council of Mineral 
Resources has measured gold and silver reserves totaling $1,356 metric tons in 
the municipality of Compostela, Nayarit. Probable reserves of these minerals 
are put at 181,731 metric tons, while possible reserves amount to 41, 180 
metric tons [sic]. 


He added that the Council of Mineral Resources has been conducting geological 
and evaluation studies in the zone since 1978 to gain a thorough familiarity 
with its economic and mining potential. The results achieved so far indicate 
that the area contains minerals such as white quartz, silver sulphide, pyrite. 
native gold, iron oxide and magnesium. 


In conclusion, Evaristo Flores Garcia reported that the council has measured coal 
reserves totaling 13,064,062 tons, which could be strip-mined, in the Rancho de 
Garcia and Abasolo areas of Coahuila State.

MINERALS CONVEYOR SYSTEM PLANNED FOR 198) 
Mexico City EL SOL DE MEXICO in Spanish 26 Dec 80 p I-F 


[Text] SIDERMEX will build one of the world's longest minerals conveyor systems 
(382 kilometers) to transport 4.5 million tone of iron ore a year from the mines 
in Perla, Chihuahua and Hercules, Coahuila to the steelworks in Monclova and 
Monterrey. 


The system will cost about 1.6 billion pesos and is expected to go on line by the 
end of next year. 


The system will provide an outlet for production from the new minerals screening 
plants that the SIDERMEX group will be building at Perla (with a 1.5 million tons 
a year capacity) and at Hercules (with a 3 million ton capacity). 


The output from these mines is currently being transported by rail, but due to 
the constant bottlenecks and the heavy investment required to purchase equip- 
ment and refurbish the tracks (almost 2 billion pesos), it has become advisable 
to build the conveyor system. 


The conveyor system between Perla and Hercules will have an 8-inch diameter and 
extend for 86 kilometers, carrying |.5 million tons of concentrated minerals a 

year. Between Hercules and Monclova it will stretch for 296 kilometers with a 

14-inch diameter, which will enable it to carry 4.5 million tons a year. 


At Monclova, a new pelletizing plant capable of producing 3 million tons of 
pellets a year, will make use of the concentrate arriving on the conveyor system. 
Any surplus will be sent by rail to Fundidora de Monterrey. 


There has been intensive development of minerals conveyor technology since the 
1950's, and they are now used to transport phosphorite, combustible coal, 
concentrates of lead, copper and zinc, iron ore, limestone and others. 


At present, only Brazil has a longer minerals conveyor system (398 kilometers) 
than the one Mexico will be building. 


Design work and detail engineering are now under way, with construction and 
testing on both expected to conclude by the last quarter of 1981. Estimates 
are that operating costs will be only 30 percent of what they would be with the 
rail fleet. 
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The new minerals conveyor system will run from the mines at Perla, Chihuahua, to 
Monclova, Coahuila, from where part of the minerals will be shipped by rail to 


Monterrey.

FERTIMEX BUILDING TWO NEW PLANTS 
Mexico City EL SOL DE MEXICO in Spanish 16 Dec 80 p 20-A 


[Text] Coatzacoalcos, Veracrue, 15 Dec (OBM)=<-Here, where gas, carbon dioxide 
and sulfur represent the emell of progrese, FERTIMEX, which ie the bridge between 
the petrochemicals industry and our farms, ie expanding ite fertilizer complex 
with two urea plante that can put out 1,500 tone a day each and a carbon dioxide 
compressor plant in nearby Minatitlan, the ultimate goal being to boost the 
country's food production. 


Touring the gigantic installations is an unreal experience. You feel like a 
Lilliputian amid the tangle of pipes, instruments, machinery, towers as tall as 
W-etory skyscrapers, enormous shede that look like modern cathedrals and that 
will soon become warehouses, and tone and tone of concrete, enough, it is said, 
to build 4 kilometers of the subway back in the capital of the republic. 


Construction on the first plant, along with the raw materials supply and loading 
plants, is 80 percent complete, reported Carlos Acevedo Del Angel, FERTIMEX' 
[Mexican Fertilizers] general resident conetruction engineer in the isthmus area. 


The projects will be finished by the end of next April. The first plant is being 
built in three etages. The first stage comprises the auxiliary services, whereby 
water will be brought from the La Cangrejera Dam on the Uspanapa River. The 
Teapa River will be used for this purpose. 


State two consists of the urea plant proper, and stage three includes the 
warehouses and shipping facilities for the fertilizers and products processed 
here. 


A 380-meter long and 4O-meter wide finger-type pier is also being built at 
Laguna de Pajaritos; two ships will be able to load and unload simultaneously 
there. 


The concrete used in building this pier alone is equivalent to a !2-centimeter 
thick layer applied over |2 hectares. 


The pelletizing towers are 82 meters high and are readily visible on the Mexican 
industrial landscape along this corridor of Minatitlan-Cosoleacaque-Coatzacoalcos- 
La Cangrejera. 
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The tangled network of pipelines ie awesome, Seen out in the open like this, 
it looka like an anatomyeciasaae view of a human body, Some pipelines reaemble the 
major arteries; othere, the veine and emaller blood vessels, 


An enormous eteel aphere is being built to held 3,000 tona of ammonia. The 
etorage tanka are being conetructed of the same material, 


Work is proceeding feveriehly here on these projects, Ten construction companies 
are working on the |2O0"hectare FERTIMEX complex here in Pajaritos., 


Here you can see and feel the importance of FERTLMEX as the third largest firm in 
government-run domeatic industry. 


The firm's expansion piane are highly visible in touring construction work here 
in Pajarictos, They stem from heavy investment, major manpower efforts and the 
utilization of domestic and foreign technology for the sole purpose of producing 
more fertilizers and, therefore, boosting crop yields. 





FERTIMEX is aleo achieving the industrial, vertical and horizontal integration 

of the enterprise here in Pajaritos sinee only a few kilometers away it will have 
available ite raw materiale (carbon dioxide from nearby Minatitlan and ammonia 
from Cosoleacaque) and other PEMEX products. 


The five warehouses being built are so large that four regulation-size soccer 
fields could fit in each of them. Their capacity is 40,000 tons a piece. 


Products will be shipped from theese warehouses either by rail, ship or truck. 


The second stage of the expansion programs calls for the construction of auto- 
matic conveyors (ship loaders and unloaderse), Acevedo Del Angel said. 


Several obstacles, swampland in particular, had to be overcome to build this 
project. Piles were sunk 22 meters deep for this purpose. 


Platforms were used to level out the terrain in the case of the warehouses. Up 
to 10 times the weight of the soil was used for this purpose. “When it comes to 
soil mechanics,” Acevedo Del Angel emphasized, “you work as you're supposed to.” 


The Italian-registered Snamprogeti technology is being used to buald the plant. 
Conetruction proper began 20 months ago, “but the rains have been and are our 
biggest problem," the FERTIMEX resident construction en-ineer commented. 


“Last month we had 19 days of rain, which meant that we made only minimal 
progress. Despite this setback, however, we will complete the project by 
April 1981," he asserted. 


Some 3,000 persons, technicians and laborers alike, are working on the FERTIMEX 
expansion program here in Pajaritos. 


By utilizing filters and other attachments, the enterprise will prevent the new 
plants from polluting the air, especiaily with sulfur dioxide, which is what the 





boilere and burnere emit when in use, These gases, which used to be released 
into the air, will now simply be recycled, 
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The final touches are being put on this carbon dioxide compressor plant in 
Minatitlan, which will supply the raw material for the FERTIMEX plant in 
Pavaritos.

"LA PRENSA'S' CARDENAL ON FPSLN RESTRICTION OF PRESS FREEDOM

[Report on interview with Roberto Cardenal, assistant editor of the Managua, 
Nicaragua, daily LA PRENSA, on Venezuelan TV, by Sofia and Carlos Rangel in Caracas; 
date of interview not given | 


[Text] “We trust that Nicaragua will escape from communism, from the communiza- 
tion process being carried forward by the FSLN [Sandinist National Liberation 
Front] from the government level. I have staked my hopes, my energies and even 
my life on this undertaking,” said Roberto Cardenal, assistant editor of the 
Managua daily LA PRENSA, on VENEVISION's program "Buenos Dias,” on which he was 
interviewed by Sofia and Carlos Rangel. 


Sofia opened the interview citing the importance of the recent COSEP [Higher 
Council of Nicaraguan Enterprise] document, in which the implementation of the so- 
called National Reconstruction Government's program is analyzed, and in which the 
conclusion is drawn, point by point, that the FSLN has not carried out the program 
that was agreed on when Somoza fell. However--said Sofia--the document was 

printed in Nicaragua: "Does that not indicate that freedom of expression still 
exists in your country?" 


[Answer ] Acertain degree of freedom of the press exists in some areas. What has 
been done to date with regard to freedom of the press is to issue decrees, and 
there are certain areas that cannot be touched; for example, food, or anything 
relating to any act against the security of the state. And this decree has been 
amplified to such an extent that it is being called the “et cetera"; it is 
obviously ambiguous and extremely broad in scope. Perhaps we can say that freedom 
exists but that it is threatened and constantly being restricted, in that the law 
is being applied as they see fit... (Carlos asked if “they” meant the FSLN)... 
Yes, “they” are the FSLN. 


[Question ] Was LA PRENSA able to reproduce this document? 
[Answer | Yes, we reproduced it and included it as an insert in our newspaper. 


But we published it without notifying anyone in advance, to avoid being told that 
we could not publish it. It was a kind of subterfuge on the part of LA PRENSA. 
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[Question | Then the die of Nicaragua's destiny is still not cast. You still 
have hopes that things can yet be straightened out, 


[Answer | Definitely, yes. We are still there working. We intend to stay, to 
not give up, and to “fight it," as we say there, 


[Question | This document contains a very disquieting conclusion and ends up 
saying: "All the foregoing leads us to conclude that the most radical sectors of 
the FSLN, of openly Marxist-Leninist leanings, are preparing the bases in Nicara- 
gua for the implementation of a communist politicoeconomic plan with its 
consequent rcestrictions of all civil freedoms." How advanced is this plan? Can 
it still be reversible? 


[Answer | It can be made reversible with international aid and with firmness on 
Our part, and provided LA PRENSA continues its existence, together with the 
continued existence of the radio stations as well which ace still independent. 
That is, we consider freedom of the press essential to the possibility of slowing 
or halting that process of communization. I believe freedom of expression to be 
essential, because if one cannot express himself freely, even dramatically, the 
people will not be aware o: what is going on in other cities.... This is what 
occurred in Bluefields, where the entire city demonstrated against the Cubans. 
The city protested and there were 3 days of demonstrations against the presence 
of the Cubans there. It wanted the Cubans to leave; it wanted no part of the 
Cubans. But we were not allowed to publish anything regarding it. It was later 
published that many persons had been arrested, but the reason given was that they 
were advocating the separation of our Atlantic coast from Nicaragua; that is, the 
facts were reinterpreted, and only then were we allowed to publish them in 
accordance with the interpretation given by the FSLN. 


ppeneniens Freedom of expression has a standard bearer in LA PRENSA. Throughout 
ictatorships, vicissitudes of ali types, the destruction of its presses, the 
assassination of its editor-in-chief, it has been the beacon of freedom of 
expression in Nicaragua. 


acess | LA PRENSA has always been a pluralistic newspaper, hence an entirely 
ndependent one; it has never been subjected to a regime... (Carlos interjected: 
"Despite the fact that Nicaragua's regimes have traditionally been authoritarian?") 
Yes, in spite of that, LA PRENSA has managed to maintain its independence. Its 
sole commitment is to the people; it is known as the newspaper of the people--and 
that is not just an advertising slogan--because it is a forum through which the 
people can make themselves heard. The assassin»*ion of Pedro Joaquin Chamorro 
was the event that sparked the hecatomb that supervenec .n Nicaragua. Before 
that, meny other persons had been killed, hundreds oi: persons by Somoza, including 
persons who are now seen by the Revolution as much more important than Pedro 
Joaquin, although I prefer not to name names. The Revolution did not name Pedro 
Joaquin a national hero, but merely a martyr. These are subtleties, minor but 
highly indicative. They did not accord him the honor he really deserved; for, the 
the truth is that it was his death alone that brought the people out into the 
streets. 
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[Question |] Why did Pedro Joaquin Chamorro's widow agree to take part in the first 
governing junta after the overthrow of Somoza? 


Anawer | Because the Revolution concerned us all; we were all united to bring 
omozism, to bring Somoza genocide, to bring that totally corrupt regime that had 
paralyzed the people's social gains, to an end. We all sought a new societal 
structure in which there would be more justice and honesty, in which all the 
social classes could benefit. Pedro Joaquin's widow, Violeta, who has the same 
ideals as Pedro Joaquin, the same democratic ideals of a socialism within the 
framewo.. of freedom, therefore participated in the junta together with Alfonso 
Robelo. Violeta and Robeio were the two democratic members of that junta; the 
other three belonged to the FSLN, 


[Question ] So then we know the reasons why she joined the junta. Now, why did 
she leave it? 


[Answer | That is a thing we might call personal on her part, and that is the way 
Violeta has wanted to keep it, saying that her resignation was for personal 
reasons. Her resignation coincided with that of Robelo. Now, Robelo's resigna- 
tion was for political reasons, whereas she wishes to keep hers as something 
personal, But she is now 100 percent with LA PRENSA... You may draw your own 
conclusions, 


[Question | There was evidently a kind of honeymoon immediately following the 
ouster of Somoza. But now you indicate that you feel a pressure and a kind of 
encirclement by the government, which is now dominated exclusively by the FSLN. 
Just what does this pressure consist of? 


[Answer | There was a honeymoon and a contract; it was in effect a marriage. It 
was not an extramarital affair; rather it was structured around an agreed and 
published governing plan. But that governing plan began not being complied with 
because the FSLN began taking all the power unto itself, exclusively. First, it 
started appropriating to itself all credit for the Revolution; that is, it started 
forgetting all others and saying, “We are the only ones, the only ones who have 
died for the cause.” The fact is, however, that the Sandinists were not the . 
only ones who opposed Somoza, commencing with the fact that the Sandinist Front 
was founded only 20 years ago, whereas tl.e opposition to Somoza had started long 
before; moreover, the Sandinist Front was only a small group. Between 50,000 and 
100,000 persons died during the war, and they never had that many members in their 
party because it was a small pacty. Those who fought the war were our people as 

a whole, all the parties, the Church, private enterprise. For example, we held 
three labor strikes backed by private enterprise each lasting 1 month; all of this 
undoubtedly contributed to the overthrow of Somozism. 


[ Question ] How was the FSLN able to take over the government to the point where 


Chamorro's widow and Alfonso Robelo suddenly became aware that they were there 
serving only as puppets? 
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[Answer | This takeover of power by the FSLN was through their arms; they are an 
armed political party; they have obtained arms from various sources, They are 

an Organized party, a vanguard, an organized minority, and as is typical of 
communist regimes~-and as Lenin has said--the organized minority must make itself 
felt to be the powerful one, the one with the most, the one that runs everything. 
They have their officer cadres who are the ones who control and organize the 


people. 


(Question | When did you begin to feel you no longer had the freedom you enjoyed 
during the first days immediately following the Revolution? 


[Answer | The loss of our initial freedom began to be felt with the gradual disap- 
pearance of pluralism. The FSLN began to take over control of all resources; for 
example, it took over television, it took over 70 percent of the radio stations, 
it took over a newspaper that had been Somoza's and converted it not into a 
government newspaper but into a newspaper of its own party. We can say that LA 
PRENSA feels the conflict internally when they, through the newspaper labor union 
and through some staff members, start a seli-criticism within the newspaper's own 


Organization. At chat point, Cnere iS a major internal split, with part of its 
personnel not wanting to pubsiSo any item that is somewhat critical of the FSLN. 
it is then personnel among the newspaper's own staff that begins trying to prevent 
the newspaper Lrom pub.isning tnose 1. ces. 


_ Question } Just what were the items this pei sonnel of Sandinist persuasion did 
not want to publish: What items did tney try *© biocK? 

| Answer } ideological items, items critical of the Revoiution, of the lack of 
piuralism, or the fact that Lhe armed forces are being cailea Sandinist when they 
should be called Nicaraguan, of the fact that Greater importance was being given 
to the FSLN fiag than to the national one, items Guestioning the genuineness of 
the Revolution's nationa.iism, and why, Russia being an empire like the United 
States, we should be consicering only the United States as imperialists.

Juestion; Where is that personnel tnat was preventing you from publishing items? 


Answer | They have cormea a new daiiy. They left LA PRENSA and founded the NJEVO 
DIARIO. The interesting thing is that they thought the Nicaraguan people were 
with them and they took a little over half our personnei with them; now, competing 
as we are witn them on a daily basis, we are Seiliing three times aS many news- 
papers as they ace; that 1S, day in and day out, the Nicaraguan people are 
prefercing an independend newspaper over 4 .e€We,eper that adheres totally to the 
Sandinist line. 


[ Question | Was LA PRENSA able to report on tne denial of permission to the MDN 

| Nicaraguan Democratic Movement }],Alfonso Robelo's party, to hold a demonstration? 
| Answer | No, we were not permitted to report on that. Alfonso Robelo held an 
initial demonstration in a small town, Matagalpa. He was given permission for 
that one, but then the Sandinists became alarmed because, Matagalpa being a very 
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remote town, many people joined in the Cemonstration. This was about 4 or 5 
months ago, Fifteen days later, he wanted to hold another demonstration but was 
not allowed to. Then, 5 months later, he again requested permission to demon- 
Strate and was again denied it; this was last month. 


[Question ] In these cases, how does the censorship work? 


[Anawer } What we did was to publish a note titled "“Mandana Banned" -- Mandana is 
the town where the demonstration was to be held «= stating that the respective 
decree had been applied. Thies did get published. 


ponecsien ] Was LA PRENSA permitted to report on the assassination of Jorge 
@lazac, the MDN leader and vice president of the Higher Council of Private Indus- 
try, by the Sandinist Front police? 


[Anawer | In this matter there was an escalation of censorship, in that, pre- 
viously, all censorship had been in areas that had been specifically forbidden by 
the decree, whereas in this case there was censorship after the fact. The 
Ministry of Interior called us in and said: Everything that is to be published on 
Salazar must be brought here first, and we will read it. LA PRENSA published er 
agreed version but was unable to tell everything. 


[Question | What did in fact oceur? Here in Venezuela, where we have freedom of 
the press, you can tell it all. 


[Answer | Even though there may be freedom of the press here, it is a very deli- 
cate matter for me, since I must return there. Nevertheless, I will tell you what 
I believe occurred. Jorge was driving along unarmed and came to a gasoline 
Station near the edge of the road that was open for service, where he pulled up 
close to arother car. About 1 minute after Jorge arrived, it seems that another 
car came into the station, and a man who was in one of the cars fired a pistol. 
According to witnesses we interviewed, he fired into the air and not at anyone. 
Now, the Ministry of Interior says that the witnesses only thought he had fired 
into the air, but the witnesses insist he did in fact fire into the air. This 
happened some 15 meters away from Jorge Salazar; but the police, nevertheless, 
instead of orienting themselves on the noise of the firing, on the smoke issuing 
from the revolver, disregarded that person and killed Jorge, who was sitting 

in his station wagon with the door closed. They opened the door, Jorge's bouy 
fell to the ground, and it seems that they also shot him again on the ground. 

This is what eyewitnesses say occurred. None of this was published. We were 
unable to publish any of it. The government issued a statement, and all that 
could be published was contained in that statement, but none of the details I have 
given you. 


[Question | What did the government say? That Salazar was killed by mistake? 


[Answer | No. They accused him of carrying weapons. Mind you, it is the military 
who have the weapons, but Salazar was accused of furnishing them with weapons, 
while generally it is the military who furnish the civilians with weapons. Fur- 
thermore, he had a station wagon that does not have a closed trunk and was on his

way back Crom a meeting where he had been for almost 2 hours. The station wagon 
had been parked in front of the place where the meeting was being held, and the 
weapons found were 6ix rifles in a sack. It is absurd to think that he would have 
had six rifles in a packed and open station wagon and tried to deliver them later 
a few meters from a Pan American highway, in a place where there were at least 6ix 
Or seven witnesses. 


[Question ] The COSEP document states that things had already been taking place 
that must be considered a prelude to the assassination of Salazar, such as, the 
application of fugitive law against prisoners, arbitrary arrests, massive round- 
ups, inoperativeness of the right of habeas corpus, and mistreatment, including 
the torturing, of persons under arrest. Is ail of this true? 


[Answer | Yes, that is what the COSEP says. As I have said, I am not very anxious 
to get into that area of things, and it seems to me that what I have told you 
about Jorge is already quite a lot. 


[Question] Then you think that the things you say here can be damaging to you on 
your return to Managua. 


[Answer] Yes, I think so. You know how these things have a way of adding up, 
like an arithmetical sum. They gradualiy fill your glass, and I believe that with 
what I have told you about Jorge I have now filled my own glass. 


[Question } Is it true that in an official statement of 23 August the FSLN 
declared its intention to remain permanently in power, Saying that the power 
cannot be raffled off by way of elections, since it is already in the hands of the 
people through their vanguard, which is the FSLN? 


[Answer | Yes, that is very true. Their conception of democracy, of freedom, of 
Plucalism, is an entirely unique one. They feel they have been inspired by God 
and that they have found a divine plan of which they are the custodians; they are 
the vanguard, they say. So, although none of us has designated them as our 
representatives, they have taken it upon themselves to represent the people. They 
have a plan for the communization of the country and consider themselves the 
leaders of the people. Through propaganda, mass movements, and emotionality, they 
are trying to convince the people that their plan is the best. For example, 

they say that there is freedom of the press, but only if the press defends and 
advoca-es this plan; and anything that is not in accordance with their plan can 

no longer be published. 


[Question ] I imagine that the FSLN must be terribly disturscbed by the fact that 
LA PRENSA has three times the circulation of their own newspaper. 


[Answer | ies, they are deeply disturbed. Because that constitutes a daily 
plebiscite against them. Furthermore, we are molders of public opinion and have 
the prestige and credibility in the eyes of @ portion of our people; and we 
reiterate and reiterate the need for democracy, for a true democracy, which they 
call a bourgeois democracy. 





Question | Ie it true that the Sandinist government has taken over functions 
through the Ministry of Justice that have virtually done away with the indepen- 
dence of the judiciary? 


answer J Yes, But the Supreme Court of Justice, instead of standing on its dig- 
nity and defending its own rights, has actually attacked LA PRENSA. It is as if 
it were saying, “Please do not defend me, my friend." Because we have been 
saying in our newspaper that the Supreme Court has been divested of many of its 
functions in order to confer them upon the Ministry of Justice, which is part of 
the executive. But the Court does not want us to defend it. It wante nothing 
more than a Supreme Court of Justice that is political rather the fulcrum of the 
nation's scale of justice. 


[Question | The COSEP also states that there is a new political police with 
undefined powers and that it is under the so-called Cuban advisers. 


[Answer | There is the Army, the police that we might call civil, and the state 
security force which is the new political police, and it is our understanding that 
the latter is controlled by Cubans. 


[Question ] Is the Cuban presence evident in all sectors of Nicaraguan life today? 


[Answer ] There are many Cubans in disguise--disguised, let us say, as doctors, 
teachers and technicians. Others actually dress in uniform. Some are disguised 
as technicians in the field of fishing and in that of communications. All 
communications appear to be in their hands. But in Cuba, as you know, everyone is 
trained in the use of weapons, and even our bishops have warned of the danger to 
Our country of having so many foreigners on our soil. The number of Cubans in 
Nicaragua is hard to calculate, because they come in and leave the country without 
even a passport. You see large numbers of people getting off of planes, and others 
getting on, none of them so much as going through customs. It is said that there 
are some 5,000, but I do not know how those who have calculated this figure 
actually arrived at it. 


[Question ] What has happened with the labor and peasant unions? 


[Answer] The older jabor unions itke the CTN | Federation of Nicaraguan Workers] and 
the CUS [Confederation for Unity of Trade Unions] and other independent ones have suf- 
fered attacks by the FSLN, whicn has organized two new Labor union federations--the 
CST [Sandinist Workers Federation) and the ATC[Agricultural Workers Association]. 


There is a tremendous struggle by the FSLN, it is said, to formthe Unitary Federation, 
4a Single working class. Sut of course that unitary federation must be theirs; and 
there have been very heavy attacks against independent labor leaders in an effort 

to damage their standing. However, the FSLN has sot succeeded in this and at 

least two of the federations are still strong; they lost some unions in the begin- 
hing but the workers are now becoming aware that an official union is not to their 
advantage, because it does not not safeguard their interests b rather those of 


the government, which controls them,

On being questioned about the reasons for the suspension of the traditional pro- 
cession, he said: "Man carsot be static, he is always seeking,” and he adde? 
that "this does not mean that such a procession may not be held next year." 


Doubts About the FSLN 


Monsignor Obando expressed doubt about the authenticity of the efforts of the 
FSLN to encourage the development of the traditions of our people, referring to 
a Vanguard document which, he said, is at odds with the religious inclinations 
of our people. 


He explaived the upsurge of popular feeling during the celebrations of the feast 

of the Holy Virgin, not because the revolution had sponsored it but as a “defense 
mechanism used by the people in the belief that their faith might be threatened." 
He added that this is the product of "the circumstances whic) we are experiencing." 
He admitted that the revolution respects religious belief, and he said he is 
familiar with the FSLN document on religion. However he said that "The people 
think that they may be denieuw their beliefs." 


The Revolutionary Process 
"The revolution has achieved positive successes, su.) as the national literacy 


crusade, for we have always been aware that teaching the ignorant is worthy of 
praise.” 


He stressed the active role of the Catholic Church in the literacy campaign, as 
well as many priests and nuns and a large number of students at religious schools. 
HWe said that our revolution has had two stages: “one of euphoria anc enthusiasm, 


in which the crowds almost reached ecstasy. and another, now, in which, it must 
be admitted, thie enthusiasm has waned." 
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In characterizing the revolution, he said: "lL belteve that the government is 
Dluraliatic. There are all ideologies within it, bute I think that the nationa’ 
leadership of the FSLN follows the Marxiar line. 


"| recognize that there are people who think the Marxist tool can be used to 
analyze reality, but His Holiness John Paul Li expressed hia concern that in the 
long run faith will be displaced, as he said on numerous occasions." 


Prieste in the Government 


The archbishop of Managua said that the meeting of the Episcopal conference may 
be held toward the middle of this coming January to discuss the problem of 
priests holding government posts. 


"We know that the Moly See stands behind what the Episcopal conference decides, 
and this conference will have to take up this problem very seriously," Monsignor 
Obando y Bravo added. 


Personal Position 


"My position is that set forth by the Episcopal conference in the document we 
released in May. in which we said that there are capable laymen who can execute 
rhese duties a iciently as the priests,” 


He added that the priests must be free of government duties, because a priest 
"must be a sign of unity, and that precisely can be destroyed if he is apparently 
affiliated with a party.” 


Socialiam in Libert y 


Speaking of the social changes and the revolutionary process in our country, the 
archbishop of Managua recalled the November pastoral letter, knowing that "We 
said that if what is meant by socialism is preventing the people from following 
their own destiny, or parents from educating their children according to their 
own convictions, then we do not agree with socialism. 


"But if what is meant by socialism is a more fraternal, more loving society, then 
we are in agreement with this socialism. 


"We must not raise the process to an idolatrous level. We cannot worship wealth 
or pleasure, or man becomes a slave,” he added. 


Support of the Revolution 


Stating that he supports tne revolution, Monsignor Miguel Obando y Bravo said 
that on his trio¢ ibroad he ;iwav sks for aid for Nicaragua, the case of the 
75 million dolla included. 

Finally, he said that while abroad he has alwiys publicized the need to send us 
food and aid in general, but that netructive criticiem as well is possible.

[Text] After accidentally ki ig the prison warden, Bill Hayes manages to escape. 
Finally falling free, he takes « jump into mid-air and this image is "frozen" to 
be succeeded by others of his arrival in the United States after more than 5 years 
of inhuman imprisonment in Turkey. 


l am sure that more than one person has recalled these images of the "Midnight 
Express’ after reading that the 52 U.S. hostages have been released and that they 
were flying to the FRG on two planes. A drama of over | year--444 days to be 
exact--was thus coming to an end. 


But this is the starting point of another story. In their first statements the 
released diplomats have spoken of mistreatment, tortures and the inhuman conditions 
prevailing throughout their captivity. Through their two main TV networks--ABC 

and CBS--the U.S. people have begun to get acquainted with an evil which is so 
common in our times and which they had so far been either unable to or unwilling 

to believe or maybe they were simply not interested in it: torture. 


It would seem that che popular anger is at such a high point that "responsible 
media and certain commentators have begun to call for moderation to prevent the 
desire for revenge, felt by certain sectors of the population, from spreading,” 
according to an AFP report. 


The security shield, che shield which has been defending the paradise, the comfort 
and the prosperity, has broken down and feelings which seemed to be definitely 
overcome are not surfacing. One of the hostages has even gone so far as to say 
that the only way he would go back to Iran would be on board a B-52 (the U.S. 
strategic bomber plane). 


Every bit of experience, whether bad or good, pleasant or painful, can become 
positive experience only if one can learn a lesson from it. In the book "THE UGLY 
AMERICAN’ when the U.S. ambassador to an eastern country (possibly Indochina) tries 
to convey 4 message to his fellow country asking them to become aware and concerned 
over other people's problems, the “ugly American”--sitting in front of his TV set 
with a can of beer and chicken leg in his hands--changes the channel and looks in 
the TV guide for some entertainment program. 





Well, it ts now time for the “ugly American” to sit down in front of his TV set 

and instead of looking at a football game or laughing at the muppets, to become 
aware that there is still torture in the world, that it is an everyday occurrence 
in many parts of the world, that there are human beings who are subjected to both 
physical mistreatment and psychological pressures. He must also realize that, like 
these hostages, there are many others who have been subjected to mock executions 

as a way of torturing them while others have been executed for good. 


The “ugly American" could well find out that 444 days (approximately 1 year and 
2 and 1/2 months) is a very long time for an unfair imprisonment, but it is very 
short compared to the prison terms of thousands of western and eastern political 
prisoners stuck in dark, humid cells, not seeing the sun for 5, 10, 20 years, 
forgotten by the world and without anyone to intercede on their behalf. 


Let us hope that this experience will serve to resurrect that slogan which certain 
groups--U.S. groups as a matter of fact--cast upon the world many years ago by 
means of a poster which depicted a heart severed by a razor blade and bearing the 
following slogan: ‘Human rights, human concern" [given in English]. 


It would be difficult to say whether Jimmy Carter's policy in this regard has 

been appropriate, and a discussion into the subject would take a very long time. 
What we do want to make clear is that both in the East and the West, men are still 
being subjected to tortures because of their ideas and this is not the way it 
should be.

ECONOMIC GROWTH--Port-of-Spain, Trinidad, Dec. 20 (CANA)--Trinidad and Tobago's 
economy grew by about 22 percent this year and there is a substantial surplus 
from government's fiscal] management, the Statistical Office has reported. 

Gross domestic product at current prices will exceed 14 billion dollars (TT-5.8 
billion dollars U.S.), compared with 11.5 billion (TT-4.8 billion U.S.) last 
year and 9.5 billion dollars (TT-3.6 billion dollars U.S.) in 1978. Total 
government revenue, a record 6.2 billion dollars (TT-2.7 billion dollars U.S.) 
is, 54 percent more than the 4.0 billion dollars (TT-1.66 billion dollars U.S.) 
last year. The twin-island republic is currently the most prosperous member 

of the 12-country Caribbean Community (CARICOM), and has reserves of more than 
2.0 billion dollars (U.S.) It is a significant regional oil producer outside 
the membership of the Organisatioy of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC). The 
national budget for 1981 recently cesented to Parliament by Prime Minister/ 
Minister of Finance Dr Fric Williams is for 6.8 billion dollars (TT-2.9 billion 
dollars U.S.), with tax concessions for the individual.

NUTRITION INSTITUTE REPORTS HIGH MALNUTRITION RATE 
Caracas EL DIARIO DE CARACAS in Spanish 15 Jan 81 p 25

of Income Is Not Enough") 


[Text] The great incidence of children's diseases, the poor distribution of 
income (and of food), and the abandonment of breast feeding are the reasons that 
there is a high rate of malnutrition in Venezuela. 


Generally, when one talks of malnutrition one is apt to think of a far-off pro- 
blem that affects only extremely poor countries. How many times when you have 
seen a pot-bellied child did you immediately think of a child in Biafra? And 
perhaps those well known photographs that travelled throughout the world caused 
some to worry, especially mothers. 


But malnutrition is not a problem that is far removed from Venezuela. In spite 
of its being a privileged country with regard to income, the nutritional state of 
its people le: es much to be desired. 


Deaths Among Minors 


That is the main judgment of the study, “Reflections o, Food and Nutrition in 
Venezuela," prepared by the Technical Council of the National Nutrition Institute. 
That study states that the percentage of deaths among 5-year olds is a good gauge 
of the nutritional status of a community. In countries that are nutritionally 
sound, the infant mortality rate iluctuates between 20 and 25 per 000 children. 
In underdeveloped countries--generally with a high malnutrition rac: --the figures 
go as high as 150 per 1,000 live births. Even though this rate is not alarming 

in Venezuela, neither can it be said that it is low, since in 1978 it was 33.9. 


In the 1 to 4-year-old group, mortality for all reasons also reflects a country's 
nutritional status, since mortality is the result of an accumulation of infections, 
parasitosis, and malnutrition during this period--a period normally of rapid 
growth and great needs for strength. 
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Other Indicators 


Deaths caused by measles and gastroenteritis, as well as premature births (babies 
weighing less than 2 and 1/2 kilos) are also considered, according to the INN 
[National Nucrition Institute], as indicators of the nutritional status of a 
country. And in Venezuela all of these factors cause thousands of deaths each 
year. 


The study explains that in making an analysis of the availability of food in the 
country, the people apparently do not have nutritional problems. But this is only 
apparently so because, even when in Venezuela, in 1977, there were 2,693 calories 
and 75 grams of protein per person each day (the requirements are 2,280 calories 
and 59 grams of protein), they were not distributed equitably “because in 
Venezuela there are quite dissimilar groups of people according to income level, 
the group most affected being the one that earns less than 1,500 bolivars, which 
obviously consumes less calories and proteins." 


Th’s shortage of food availability in the case of a great portion of the Venezuelan 
people contribu:.* vo the high and prevalent rate of sickness resulting from mal- 
nutrition. Even though the prevalence of this problem is not accurately known, 

the INN has some pre-school and school figures: 44.8 percent during the 1976-1977 
period. Nevertheless, it is possible that this figure does not reflect the true 
situation, since it includes only children that participate in the programs of 

the National Nutrition institute. 


Inflation: Another Burden 


To the low income of the people is added the worid inflationary process that has 
raised the price of food--and the price continues to go up each day. This prevents 
low income families from satisfying their nutritional needs, especially in the 

case of large families. This is the most frequent case in Venezuela, where the 
average number of persons in a family is six; in the marginal classes, this figure 
is higher. 


According to an INN study, between August 1979 and May 1980, it costs an average fam- 
ily of six 1,005 bolivars per month to buy food in grocery stores and public 
markets; 985 in supermarkets; and 875 in independent markets. What is left, then, 

for those who earn less thar 1,500 bolivars? 


Abandonment of Breast Feedire 


The last factor causing mr .‘autrit‘on that was indicated by the INN study, and which 
perhaps is the most important, is of a sociocultural type: the abandonment of 
breast feeding. This situatior ‘is significant in countries like Venezuela, where 
the majority of the people does aot have access to good nourishment. This was 
a@lready notably observed in 1968 in the country. Research conducted in Caucagua 








by the Sehool of Public Health showed that 4) percent of the mothers who were 
interviewed did not breast feed, 


Hew To Counter Thies’ 


The National Nutrition Inetitute has numerous programe for the purpose of trying 
to help te provide, especially at the level of children, a good standard of 
nutrition for Venesuelans. Perhaps the best known programe are the student milk 
and meat program; student dining rooms; and, the most recent one, Prolifam, moder~ 
ately priced baskets of food, with enough food for 3 daye for numerous  amiliecs 
with limited economic means. 


But the INN aleo carries out educational campaigne and scientific research in an 
attempt to obtain new food products from the country, iteelf. 


Perhaps a little cooperation from the community, itself, ie absolutely necessary: 
at the level of schools and mothers, who know what and how to buy ans, above ali, 
to provide balanced meals. It is not necessary, for example, to eat meat every 
day, inagmuch a6 there are substitute products. Therefore all that ia required 
ie @ little culinary imagination and enough patience to line up at Corpomercadeo. 
The reset ie up to the state. 
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
